Vacation Tip: 

The following is a complete word for word copy of the section of the 
Motor Vehicle Laws of the State of Connecticut relating to mobile radio. 
"Section 14-259 USE OF RADIO TELEPHONE 

No operator of a passenger motor vehicle equipped for hand radio 
telephone service shall receive or transmit messages over such hand radio 
telephone while such vehicle is in motion. When an operator is receiving or 
transmitting a message, he shall stop the motor vehicle as near as possible 
to the curb, or off the travelled portion of the highway, and in such position 
not to interfere with the orderly movement of traffic. Nothing in this section 
shall affect any person operating mobile radio in any radio service licensed 
by the Federal Communications Commission to any federal, state, county, 
or municipal agency, to any ambulance radio service, gas, electric or 
water company service, amateur radio service, radio amateur civil emer- 
gency radio service, disaster communications service, special emergency 
radio service, or to any radio service while being operated in the service of 
any state, county or municipal civil defense agency, or fireman while opera- 
ting fire apparatus. Any person who violates any provision of this section 
shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars." 


This law does not appear to affect amateurs while operating mobile, 
however, it is our understanding that police officers frequently stop hams 
for doing so, and having a copy of this in the car has been known to save a 
fine, since apparently all the officers are overly familiar with the exact 
wording.

CB NOTE (From Florida Skip) 

A new national organization called REACT (Radio Emergency Associ- 
ated Citizens Teams) has been formed, designed exclusively to provide 
more efficient two-way radio communications under local emergency condi- 
tions; this is a volunteer movement of CB operators to provide effective, 
round the clock radio communications supplementing police, fire, ambulance 
and CD efforts. A further goal is to promote correct and efficient use of 
Citizens Band. Currently active in 50 states, the members of REACT get 
an insignia for their cars, and periodic bulletins from National Headquarters. 
Monitor stations will be on duty each city 24 hours a day to relay emergency 
messages to the proper authority.

The message concerned a boy who had been seriously injured in Honduras 
and had been put on board a plane with his mother and a doctor and heading for 
Miami. Arrangements were made for a specialist, Dr. Fred Smith, and an ambu- 
lance to meet the plane when it landed. 

W3TKQ, Nelson, stood by at 3:00 P.M. to relay messages in the event a 
scheduled contact between HRIMD and W4BLM could not be made due to band con- 
ditions. These messages referred to the boy's safe arrival and condition. 

Many visitors to The Institute listened to this emergency call on the phone 
hook-up at the new station and received an excellent demonstration of "ham radio" 
not only as a hobby, but in the great service to mankind performed by amateur 
radio operators and stations all over the world.

Extracts from 
FEDERAL COMMUNICATIONS COMMISSION 


Rules and Regulations, Part 12 


12.25 Availability of Operator License. 

The original operator license of each operator shall be kept in the 
personal possession of the operator while operating an amateur station, When 
operating an amateur station at a fixed location, however, the license may be 
posted in a conspicuous place in the room occupied by the operator. The license 
shall be available for inspection by any authorized Government official whenever 
the operator is operating an amateur station and at other times upon request 
made by an authorized representative of the Commission, except when such license 
has been filed with pplication for modification or renewal thereof, or has been 
mutilated, lost or destroyed, and application has been made for a duplicate li- 
cense in accordance with 12.26. No recognition shall be accorded to any photo— . 
copy of an operator license; however, nothing in this section shall be construed 
to prohibit the photocopying for other purposes of any amateur radio operator 
license, 


12.28 Who May Operate an Amateur Station. 

An amateur radio station may be operated only by a person holding a 
valid amateur operator license. Such station may be operated by the licensee - 
only in the manner and to the extent provided in his amateur operator license. 
Persons other than the station licensee, when operating such station, may oper- 
ate it only to the extent and in the manner authorized to the licensee of the 
station and not exceeding the operating authority of such person's own amateur 
operator license. When an amateur station is used for telephony or radio tele- 
printer transmissions the station licensee may permit any person to transmit by 
voice or teleprinter, provided during such transmission call signs are announced 
or transmitted as prescribed by 12.82 and a duly licensed amateur operator main— 
tains actual control over the emissions, including turning the carrier on and 
off for each transmission and Signing the station off after communication with 
each station has been completed. 


12.68 Availability of Station License. 

The original license of each amateur station or a photocopy thereof 
shall be posted in a conspicuous place in the room occupied by the licensed oper- 
ator while the station is being operated at a fixed location or shall be kept in 
his personal possession. When the station is operated at other than a fixed lo- 
cation, the original station license or a photocopy thereof shall be kept in the 
personal possession of the station licensee (or a licensed representative) who 
shall be present at the station while it is being operated as a portable or mo- 
bile station. The original station license shall be available for inspection by 
any authorized Government official at all times while the station is being oper- 
ated and at other times upon request made by an authorized representative of the 
Commission, except when such license has been filed with application for modifi- 
cation or renewal thereof, or has been miltilated, lost, or destroyed, and appli- 
cation has been made for a duplicate license in accordance with 12.26, 


12.82 Transmissions of Call Signs. 

(b) When telephony is used, the call sign of the station shall be pre- 
ceded by the words "this is" or the word "from" instead of the letters "de," fol- 
lowed by an announcement of the geographical location in which the portable or 
mobile station is being operated, : 


12.82 continued,.. 

Example 4. Portable or mobile amateur radiotelephone station oper= 
ating in the third call area calls a fixed amateur station: W1ABC W1ABC W1ABC 
"this is" or the word "from" W2DEF W2DEF W2DEF operating portable (or mobile) 
3 miles north of Bethseda, Md., over. 


(c) When telephony is used, the transmission of call signs prescrib- 
ed by paragraphs (a) and (b) of this section may be made by the person transmit- 
ting by voice in lieu of a duly licensed operator provided the licensed operator 
maintains the control required by 12.28. 


12.91 Notice of Operation. 

Whenever an amateur station is, or is likely to be, operated for a 
period in excess of 48 hours away from the fixed transmitter location specified 
on the station license without return thereto, the licensee shall give advance 
written notice of such operation to the Commission office or offices specified 
in 12.90 or 12.93. A new notice is required whenever there is any change in 
the particulars of a previous notice or whenever operation away from the author- 
ized station continues for a period in excess of one year. The notice required 
by this section shall contain the following specific information: 


(a) Name of licensee. 

(b) Station call sign. 

(c) authorized fixed transmitter location. 

(d) Portable location (s), or mobile itinerary as specifically as 
possible, or temporary fixed transmitte: location, or new permanent fixed trans- 
mitter location. 

(e) The dates of the beginning and end of each period of operation 
away from the location specified in the station license. 

(f) The address at which, or through which, the licensee can be read 
ily reached. 

(g) In the case of mobile operation, the official name, registry 
number or license number (including the name of the issuing state or territory, 
if any) of the aircraft, vessel, or land vehicle in which the mobile station is 
installed and operated.
